R ed w o o d C ity , June 11th.—The Gray 
case went to the jury at 6 o’clock this even­ 
ing. 


VERDICT OF MURDER IN THE SECOND DEGREE 
RENDERED. 
R ed w o o d C ity , June 12th.—The jury iu 
the Gray case rendered a verdict of murder in 
the second degree. 


th e last hours of th e case. 
R ed w o o d C ity , June 12th.—The jury 
agreed and were called into Court at 9 o’clock 
this morning, having been out since 5 p. u 
Saturday. 
The defendant was evidently 
quite unprepared for an agreement of the 
jury so soon, as his hopes were chitflyon a 
hung jury. 
H e was in a state of excitement 
on his appearance at the Court-hcuse with 
the Sheriff, and as the foreman read the ver­ 
dict of the jury—“ murder in the second 
degree ’’—Gray turned pale and showed his 
great disappointment. 
H is counsel gave him 
words of encouragement, which seemed to 
have little effect upon him. 
The prisoner's 
wife met him at the entrance of the jail in 
the main street of the town, weeping so that 
she 
could 
be 
heard 
a long 
distance. 
She 
throw 
herself 
into 
h¡3 arms on 
her seeing him, but Gray, seemed but little 
affected by this scene. 
H is wife has been bis 
constant companion in Court. 
Gray wa3 
not affected in the least by his recital on the 
stand of the death struggle with Glar.cey. 
The closing arguments delivered on Saturday 
by Colonel Thornton for the defense and C. 
T. Jones for the prosecution, were both most 
able and masterly efforts, the former occupying 
four and a half hours in its delivery, the lat­ 
ter three hours. 
The Court-room was so 
crowded that the hearers had scarce standing 
room, while the hall leading to the Court­ 
room was also densely packed by most atten­ 
tive hearers. 
An exciting scene or two 
occurred 
daring 
these 
arguments. 
The 
District Attorney had the door leading 
from the Court-room 
to the Auditor's 
office, and chiefly in front of the jury, re­ 
hinge, so as to swing like the door through 
which Glancy ran in his retreat from Gray. 
The piece of the door jam which the fatal 
bullet had creased a3 it went on its course 
was also fastened into position ia the door 
frame, so that the scene could be brought 
effectually to the minds of the jury. 
Mr. 
Jones used this means in a most impressive 
manner, 
showing the 
way of Glancey’s 
flight and the manner in which he was Bhot 
as he was about to close the door on his pur­ 
suer. 
The extreme fairness of the ruling of 
the Court, and the impartial manner in 
which the trial was conducted by Judge 
Head has challenged admiration from both 
sides. 
The charge to the juiy was lengtl.y 
and specific. 
Many of the .Santa Barbara 
people have remained to await the verdict of 
the jury, and although some think the jury 
were merciful in their verdict, yet all are 
satisfied, and think the jury have acted fairly 
and well. 
The citizens of ¡the county are 
also well satisfied with the conclusion of the 
great trial, and good citizens consider the 
credit of the county redeemed and justified. 
Gray, 
however, 
has 
many 
strong and 
sympathizing 
friends. 
who 
are 
free 
to express 
great 
disapprobation 
with 
the 
verdict. 
Defendant’s 
counsel 
will 
probably move for a new trial, and take the 
case to the Supreme Court; but as the 
record is remarkably free from objections nr 
exceptions, there would seem to be but little 
hope in this direction. 
The excitement over 
the trial has been sustained throughout the 
week, and the feeling culminated when the 
case went to the jury last night. ' To-day the 
feeling is 
more Bubdued. The 
day 
for 
sentence will be fixed to-morrow at 2 r. M. 
The defendant will probably be sentenced on 
Wednesday, and application for bail till then 
will be made pending the appeal. 
It is said 
the jury stood at first ten for conviction of 
murder in the first degree, one for man­ 
slaughter and one for acquittal.

The barracks At Sendai were set on fire by 
a soldier crossed in love, who deliberately cast 
himself into the flames and was burned to 
death. 
The Emperor returned to Yokohama May 
19ih, after a tour through the country. 
He 
was enthusiastically received everywhere. 
Robberies are increasing in cities and towns, 
and the police are unable to put a stop to 
them. 
General Oyama, Minister of War, will 
shortly visit Europe and America. 
In Yokohama the silk business is dull. 
Most parcels which were delivered to foreign 
firms nave been rejected on inspection. The 
stocks now amount to about 2,000 bales. 
Oaring to the recent fall of exchange, the 
rate of silver quotations has fluctuated daily 
from $30 to $40 par picul. 
Of twenty-five vessels composing the Jap­ 
anese navy, those which are serviceable in 
the event of war are the Rijcjokwan and 
eight other ships only, the rest being training 
vessels, or such as are under repair.

The murderers 
had cut the hody opon and taken out the 
heart. 
The skull was crushed, and there 
were several stal s on the right side. A num­ 
ber oí articles, including two pistols, were 
taken from the buildii g, and a careful search 
failed to discover any gold dust, thus clearly 
indicating the cbjcct of tho deed. 
Dunn was 
aged about 40 years, was a sober, industrious 
maD, and well liked. 
He formeriy lived in 
Portland, where he was engaged ia business. 
The body wa3 found in full dress, showing 
that the murder was committed when Dunn 
was not in bed. 
Had the plan to burn tho 
building and destroy all traces not failed, the 
crime would never have been knowu. 
The 
authorities are investigating the matter, lint 
have not the faint'et cine, and the probability 
is that the mystery will never be cleared up.

UNIVERSITY MATTERS. 
The Regents of the University are being 
severely censured by several of our con­ 
temporaries on the strength of a statement 
that a majority of them are pledged to 
support a Mr. Reid, at present Principal of 
the Boys’ High School of San Francisco, 
for President of the University, in the 
place of Professor Le Conte. The charges 
against Mr. Reid are by no means of a 
definite character. It is alleged that he 
has not the necessary reputation for so 
responsible an office. It ia further stated 
that he knows nothing of the University, 
and that he lii9 in fact done all he could to 
send his pupils to Harvard instead of to 
Berkeley. Ti is last is a paradoxical kind 
of accusation. If Mr. Reid was convinced 
that the instruction at Harvard was better 
than that at Berkeley, and if it be granted 
that he was bound to give the best advice 
to his scholars, it would have to be con­ 
ceded that he did no more than his duty in 
recommending Harvard instead of Berkeley. 
It is preposterous to take the position that 
simply because he was teaching a California 
school, therefore he was under obligations 
to recommend the California University to 
his scholars. The only question which 
has any legitimate hearing upon the case 
is the question whether Harvard is a better 
University than that of Berkeley ; and we 
do not think that there can be much doubt 
on that head. Indeed the recent action of 
the Regents is of itself a clear admission 
that the State University has not been well 
managed hitherto, and that the instruction 
has been in many respects inferior. As 
regards the assertion that Mr. Reid is 
practically an unknown man, it is evi­ 
dently more gcrmaine to the question. It 
would certainly not be wise to select an 
unknown man as President of the Univer­ 
sity, unless the Regents possessed very 
positive evidence of his special fitness fir 
the position. The presumption naturally 
would be that such evidence was in the 
possession of the Regents, but as they have 
preferred to conduct all their proceedings 
iu secrecy, and as they appear to think it 
altogether unnecessary to inform the pub­ 
lic of their grounds of action, they must 
not complain if their motives are miscon­ 
strued, or their judgment called in ques­ 
tion. Clearly they ought to make known 
their reasons in a case of this kind, if 
they contemplate the selection of Mr. 
Reid, for the discussion of his qnahfi. 
cations ha9 already created a preju­ 
dice against him, and unless this is 
removed it must produce serious it jury 
to the University. It seems to us that 
the Regents have yet to learn that the 
success of the University depends, not 
upon their policy, but upon the public 
sentiment in regard to that policy ; and 
that the very surest way to produce an 
adverse public sentiment is to affect mys­ 
tery about matters w hich the public be­ 
lieve they ought to have fully explained 
to them. The recent action of the Re­ 
gents has been unfortunate in many 
respects, and if they are determined to go 
on in the sanie general line, and to 
proceed as though they owed no ac­ 
countability to the public, they will in- 
fiict grave and perhaps even irreparable 
danger upon the institution which they 
are supposed to care so greatly for. It 
never was of more importance than now 
that the President should be a man in 
whose capacity the people can place full 
confidence, aad anything in the direc­ 
tion of a real or even imagined deterio­ 
ration of that office must work inoal- 
culabls mischief. 
FUTILE CRIMINALITY. 
It is difficult to understand what is ex­ 
pected from the occasional attempts to 
blow up English public buildings and 
prisons, etc., by Irishmen connected with 
the Land League or with other organiza­ 
tions of a cognate character. The success 
of any of these attempts would only in­ 
volve the destruction of a certain amount 
of property, and perhaps some lives, and 
when the explosion had occurred the situa­ 
tion would he precisely what it was be­ 
fore. There is no argnmeut in incen­ 
diarism of this kind. All it can do is to 
inflame public sentiment, and serve to 
justify harsh retaliatory measures. It 
cannot dissuade the country against which 
it is directed from any oonrsa it may have 
decided upon following. Ail its conse­ 
quences in short must l>c prejudicial to the 
interests of those woo are responsible for 
the attempts, and that is all that ran be 
paid of the matter. 


It is evident that a great change has 
taken place of late years in the character 
of public amusements in this country, and 
that the change has been brought about 
mainly through the introduction of foreign 
ideas. 
In all of the more important 
American cities to-day there may be found 
places of amusement which are neither 
theater nor beer garden, but combine the 
principal features of both. These places 
were originally established in order to Buit 
the taste of the German population, but 
they have been adopted by the American 
element quite cordially, and it is plain 
that they are cutting into the profits of 
the regular theaters very seriously. In 
San Francisco there are cow three of these 
places, conducted on so large a scale that 
they are formidable rivals to the theaters, 
and we understand that a fourth place of 
the kin¡¿ is being built, which will aim at 
eclipsing all its predecessors. The enter­ 
tainment provided at all these establish­ 
ments is well calculated to draw* patronage. 
They are large and roomy halls, generally 
with a gallery running round three sides. 
The floor is level, and covered with small 
tables and ordinary wooden chairs. Smok­ 
ing is allowed, and numbers of waiters 
glide about supplying the visitors with all 
kinds of malt liquors, light wines, lemon­ 
ade, and mineral waters. Various kinds of 
eatables may also be procured. At the 
upper end of the hall is a well and com­ 
pletely appointed stage. An excellent or­ 
chestra is provided, and comic operas are 
performed by companies comprising un­ 
doubted talent. The visitor to San Fran­ 
cisco to-day has his choice of three of 
these operas, and -at an expenditure of 
twenty-five cents he may eojoy an evening 
of cheerful amusement, hearing good music 
well performed, and being free to smoke 
his cigar or cigarette, and sip his glass of 
liquid refreshment, while the play is go­ 
ing on. 
The character of the company at these 
places—and they are all full every even­ 
ing—shows how popular they have become. 
There is a large proportion of foreigners 
present as a rule, but hundreds of Ameri­ 
cans are also habilites of these so called 
gardens. A conspicuous feature is the 
number of family parties commonly pres­ 
ent. A family eDgage one of the tables, 
seat themselve round it, from the gray­ 
haired grandfather to the young boy and 
girl just entering their teens, and seem 
to enjoy themselves thoroughly. Nearly 
all the regular guests appear to be people 
in comfortable circumstances. The con­ 
versation between the acts is quiet, every­ 
thing is decorous and orderly, and there is 
no trace of any hoodlum tendencies. The 
places depending largely upon the foreign 
patronage, and foreigners, especially Ger­ 
mans, being mostly acquainted with music, 
it is necessary that the mueical part of the 
entertainment should be good, and as a 
fact it is good. The managers display 
commendable enterprise and liberality in 
mounting their pieces. It is not uncom­ 
mon to see forty or fifty members in some 
of the choruses, for instance. The scenery 
is new and appropriate, the costumes are 
rich, and the effects are carefully prepared. 
Iu fact it is the simple truth that at any 
of the three places referred to one can see 
a comic opera in all respects a3 well per­ 
formed as at any of the regular theaters, 
and in same instances very much better 
performed than at the theaters. 
Now it has already been demonstrated 
that this kind of entertainment meets a 
public demand, and that it will pay. We 
think the indications are tin t it pays bet­ 
ter than regular theatricals, and that 
eventually the San Francisco theaters wiil 
be compelled by the competition of the 
gardens to reduce their prices radically or 
close their doors. But the point we wish 
to urge is that these gardens offer attrac­ 
tions of a kind likely to secure remunera- 
tiou in places where it is impracticable to 
maintain a regular theater all the time. 
Such places, for example, as Sacramento. 
It has long been admitted by our business 
men that the lack of public amusements 
here has a strong tendency to drive aw*ay 
trade. People from the country who go to 
town to order a bill of goods like to com­ 
bine business with pleasure, and when 
they have done their work they naturally 
expect to tind some of the amusements from 
which they are excluded when at home. 
It seems reasonable that if we caonot sup­ 
port a respectable theater here, we could 
at least maintain one of the gardens we have 
described above. A form of enterprise 
which has proved so profitable an invest­ 
ment in San Francisco ought to be equally 
well adapted to the popular taste of Sacra­ 
mento. We have a large German element 
which might he counted on with certainty 
to patronize an establishment where good 
music was performed under familiar condi­ 
tions. Certainly it is time our business 
men took council together seriously with a 
view to the evolution of some form of pub­ 
lic amusement which would infuse spirit 
and cheei fulness into the situation. 
Such a hall as we have referred to could 
of course be utilized for all kinds of euter- 
tainments. Respectable variety perform­ 
ances could be alternated with comic operas 
and operettas. Concerts could bo given 
there. It would bo necessary to conduct 
the place upon a high plane of respectabil­ 
ity, but if it is found possible to do this in 
San Francisco, where the dissolute element 
is so stiong and aggressive, it certainly 
onght not to be more difficult in a quiet 
community like this. These gardens are 
common all over Germany, and have been 
of late years introduced in most European 
countries as well as in the principal cities 
of the Union. Everywhere they have 
prospered, and, as we have seen, the ten­ 
dency is toward their steady increase, and 
the elaboration of all their arrangements. 
At present those of San Francisco really 
consist of a regular vaudeville theater with 
a beer-hall attachment. Their popularity 
is altogether beyond dispute, and unless 
wc are determined to vegetate and stag­ 
nate indefinitely, this or something else in 
the way of public amusements ought to be 
introduced. Of course it is not a question 
of recreation alone. It is quite as much a 
question of business, and in that view* we 
suggest that it be considered. 


THE ALBANY BRIBERY CA3E. 
Perhaps the strongest consideration 
against the credibility of the charge of 
bribery preferred by Bradley against Ses­ 
sions consists in the fact that, according to 
the former, he was paid in advance for 
work which he had not done. It would be 
nonsense to pretend that bribery is never 
practiced in politics, but when it is prac­ 
ticed it is done under the shelter of mani­ 
fold precautions, chief among which is the 
very obvious one of making the reward 
contingent upon the performance of the 
thing agreed to. Now when it is realized 
that ¡Sessions is a veteran politician, and 
fully acquainted with all the devices of 
politics, it must appear incredible that he 
should have walked into so patent a trap 
as Bradley describes. It may be pointed 
out as a second reason for disbelieving 
Bradley’s story, that as a rule when it ia 


intended to bribe people, the work is in­ 
trusted to a third party, and that the prin­ 
cipal take3 Bpecialcare not to appear in the 
transaction. This story, however, demands 
belief in the wholly improbable theory 
that Sessions went directly and openly to 
work to bribe a man ; that he put himself 
in that man’s power without reserve ; and 
that he obtained no guarantee whatever 
for the fulfillment of the promise for 
which, nevertheless, he unhesitatingly paid 
§2,500. It is not at all necessary to adopt 
the hypothesis that Sessions is above the 
commission of such a crime, to absolve him 
from it in this case. It is only necessary 
to assume that he is not a hopele£3 idiot; 
and that assumption is certainly warranted 
by the fact that he has hitherto been a suc­ 
cessful politician. Bradley’s story is al­ 
together too positive and circumstantial 
to be true, in short. If he really had been 
bribed he would not have been able to ex­ 
pose it, for in that case he must have per­ 
formed the service, and thus criminated 
himself, before he touched the money. For 
these reasons we decline in the absence of 
better evidence to accept the statement of 
Bradley. 
THE CONVICTION OF GRAY. 
Clarence Graj*, who killed Theodore 
Glancey, late editor of the Santa Barbara 
Press, has been found guilty of n urder in 
the second degree, on his second trial, 
which took place at Redwood City, San 
Mateo county. The penalty for this crime 
is imprisonment in the State Prison for not 
less than ten years ; and presumably for as 
much longer a time as the Court may see 
fit to impose. This verdict will be accepted 
as adequate. The murder of Glancey, 
though brutal and cruel, cannot be said to 
have been an unprovoked crime, and there­ 
fore it is doubtful whether any jury would 
have made it a hanging matter. But it 
was a crime so atrocious as to deserve the 
most severe punishment short of capital, 
and this it is to be hoped will be the view 
of the Court. The prisoner was defended on 
his second trial by a formidable array of 
counsel, among whom wa3 ex-Chief 
Justice Wallace. The prosecution was 
conducted by Charles T. Jones of 
Sacramento, and his whole manage­ 
ment of the case is described by 
competent witnesses as having been mas­ 
terly. The reputation of Mr. Jones as a 
criminal lawyer is sufficiently well known 
in this section, but his success in the Gray 
trial will give him a very much wider ce­ 
lebrity, and will in fact place him in the 
front rank of criminal jurists. He and his 
colleagues are to be congratulated upon the 
issue of their labors, and the public have 
reason for thankfulness because of the con­ 
viction of a bad and dangerous man, whose 
cause had been taken up by powerful 
patrons without any regard to the interests 
of society, and whose escape would have 
been a calamity, and might have resulted 
in yet further bloodshed. It is no doubt 
to bo expected that efforts will be made by 
Gray’s counsel to bailie justice even now, 
but it is clear that he has bad a fair trial, 
that he has been rightfully convicted, and 
that he ought to be sent forthwith to the 
penitentiary, whence if he never emerges 
society will be the gainer.

Commencement Exercises—The Normal 
School Christening. 
We of San Josa have been inundated 
with commencement exercises during the 
past two weeks. The reporters of the 
several dailies have been liviDg in clover, 
so to speak, as they have had stacks of 
essays, etc., to draw from, and graduating 
wardrobes to discuss, and “ sweet girl 
graduates” to lean upon them, until their 
reportorial heads seemed fairly bewildered. 
One sedate maEter of the pencil, who is old 
enough to know better, says his slumbers 
are constantly invaded by visions of trains— 
not railroad trains, but Eiiken ones—and 
curls ard dimples and flashing eyes, all 
mixed up with roses and violets, and 
chopped rainbows, while over the whole 
little fat Cupids seem to be pouring the 
very best extract of San Diego honey from 
crystal jars. 
There were the closing exercises of the 
Convent of Notre Dame ; of the College of 
Santa Clara ; of the University of the Pa­ 
cific, and I don’t know how many more. 
The Pacific University rather had the ad­ 
vantage ia the way of sensations, as it 
managed to close its exercises with a mar­ 
riage. Wasn’t that romantic? Such is 
the result of susceptible male and female 
hearts being thrown together during their 
years of impressibility. They can study 
mathematics and love, physiology anil 
sighs, philosophy and kisses, chemistry and 
hidet-<’o jx , all under the same roof. Then 
they clasp hands, and step from the school­ 
room into married life, with about as 
much knowledge of its cares and responsi­ 
bilities iu their poor young noddles as there 
is fraganco in a potato-blo3Som. What 
will be the use of mathematics to the 
sweet young bride when the bread 
doesn’t rise, 
or the potatoes 
are

jelly. 
Where 
will 
chemistry come in to aid the gallant 
groom whin his wife visits her mother, 
and leaves him to cook his own beefsteak ? 
And how will philosophy assuage their 
anxieties when the baby gets wind in its 
stomach, and papa walks the floor in chill­ 
ing midnight breeze and an abbreviated 
costume, while mamma, with trembling 
fingera, drops five drops of paregoric into 
a warm teaspoon ? 
But the grand termination of all these 
graduating exorcises—the final flourish, 
with trumpets, drums aud hauuers—was 
given last Thursday, June 2d, when the 
thirty-four graduates of the Stato Normal 
School stepped off the stage of school life 
into the world. These exercises possessed 
a two-fold interest, from the fact that they 
were really the christening* of the new 
Normal School building. The assembly 
hall was literally packed with parents and 
friends before 1 o’clock, tho hour of com­ 
mencing. Every inch of standing room 
was occupied far into tho halls, and many 
were compelled to go away without even a 
glance into the favored sanctuary of 
beauty and knowledge. About all the 
great educational guns were present, 
besides many small-bores (no pun 
intended). Governor Perkins, Superin­

THE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 
The Bribery Investigating Committee 
agreed to adjourn to-day to Monday morning, 
in order to accommodate Francis N. Bangs, 
of New York, who, as counsel for the com­ 
mittee, wished to read up the testimony 
already taken. William K. Temple, Assem­ 
blyman, testified that one Howards had con­ 
versed with him, asking why he continued to 
vote for Conkling and Platt when there was 
no chance of electing them. Kdwards then 
asked what his expenses were. Witness said 
§2,500. He next asked whether if D-pew'a 
friends paid thoss expenses ho would not 
change his vote. The witness said: “ No. 
I would change only by reason of combin­ 
ations in the party.” The witness thought 
that Kdwards was a d—d rascal. He added : 
“ I don’t know Edwards’ first name. I be­ 
lieve he is a lobbyist.” The witness left the 
stand, and the committee adjourned. 
The Star Route Swindles—Another Batch 
or Frauda. 
New Yobk, June 12th.—The Washington 
correspondent of the Times furnishes for this 
morning’s paper another batch of star route 
frauds. He says: The dishonest star route 
contractors and their confederates seem to 
have at last reached the conclusion that the 
Government is really in earnest, and intends 
to prosecute them, and punish them if possi­ 
ble. After the election of President Garfield 
they used all their political influence to affect 
his choice of Postmaster-General. Then they 
exerted their combined strength, through ex­ 
Senator Dorsey and others, to secure in 
Brady’s p^ce a person who would be satis­ 
factory to them; but there was an honest 
man at the head of the Department, and 
he was determined that there should 
be good men around him, and the 
jobbers failed 
to get auy ono^ of 
their candidates iu Brady’s place. There 
seems to be but one daily newspaper in the 
District which is not under Brady’s control, 
and the people of Washington are almost en­ 
tirely dependent upon outside papers for in­ 
formation concerning the startling discoveries 
which have _bcen made ; but the war against 
the investigators has ended in defeat. The 
persons employed to gather evidence of wick­ 
edness have quietly and persistently pursued 
their way, supported by the high authorities, 
who employ and who approve their selection. 
In the chair formerly disgraced by Brady 
sits an upright gentleman rf rare business 
ability, who is rapidly becoming acquainted 
with ail the details of the Contract Bu­ 
reau, and who looks with astonishment 
upon a system iu which true business 
methods seem to be completely ignored. The 
Postmaster-Geueial, finding on every hand 
evidence of corruption, recklessness and ex­ 
travagance, looks through the reforms of 
the present to a realization of the dreams of 
a self-sustaining Department and cheaper 
postage in the near future. Energetic sub­ 
ordinates gather evidence which will over­ 
whelm the guilty. It is hard for one who 
gains an insight in these records, and who 
studies the history of previous investiga­ 
tions, to escape the belief that the i’ost- 
office Department has bceu a sink of in­ 
iquity for years, and it will be no easy task 
to compute the amount of the people’s 
money stolen or thrown away. 
The correspondent notes some remarkable 
increases of pay by the familiar method “ of 
incieaEe and expedition.” On one route the 
pay was raised from §6,800 to §32,610, and on< 
another from §2,550 to §10,300. He then de­ 
votes himself to an exposition of the Texas 
temporary sendee, a newly discovered ramifi­ 
cation of the frauds. The favorites who hold 
the “ temporary service” in Texas are Gen­ 
eral Frank C. Armstrong, of Texas, and 
Major John D. Adame, of Arkansas, who in 
this matter are practically one and the same 
person. A. H. Brown, James B. Colgrove, 
U. C. Kern and A. P. Harbacb. Armstrong 
was a General in the Confederate army. 
Adams was a friend and supporter of ex-Sen­ 
ator Dorsey. A. H. Brown was once clerk 
in the Department in charge of the terrritorial 
routes, by which the Government has been 
robbed of many millions. 
It appears, says the correspondent, to have 
been Brady’s custom to keep a select circle of 
favorites informed as to his decisions in re­ 
gard to temporary contracts, so they could 
put iu their proposals without delay. These 
proposals were at ones accepted, without 
question and without competition. No op­ 
portunity was given to local stage men or 
others to competa for the work, which w. s 
usu: lly giveu to a favorite for one 
year at a price which 
was three 
time as much as the work was really 
worth. The favorites subí t the routef o 
local men and pocketed or divided the d tier- 
ence. When these favorites becau e pos­ 
sessed of a little ready money they coaid 
very easily get temporary contract) in three 
or four or half a dozen routes in a bunch at 
his own figures. It is known that a woman 
secured twelve such contracts in one day. 
The route bill passed in 1879 established 
about 2,000 routes. Brady put temporary 
service very soon afterwards upon 1,300 of 
them. At the investigaticn of 1880 he present­ 
ed a statementof temporary service put on from 
July 1, 1879, to October, 1879. Most of the 
jobs given to favorites did not appear in this 
statement, but were bestowed at a later date. 
Of the sum of §178,169, representing a total 
annual pay on temporary contracts in Texas, 
§162,420 was given to Armstrong, Adams, 
Brown, Duxbury, CoJgrove, Harbach and 
Kerns. Golgrove was a friend of ex-Chief 
Clerk French. Harbach is agent of the 
Louisiana Lottery Company and a friend of 
Congressman Morey, and Kerns is the head 
of the Kerns combination at St. Lonis. 
An E xpert S w indler Finally linn to 
E crlb. 
N ew Y o rk , June 12th.—Thirty years ago 
William L. Ilall, a partner in the old Love- 
joy Hotel, was swindled out of 850,000 by a 
confidence operator named Plin White, alias 
John Park-r. White was locked up at the 
time, hnt being released on bail fled the city. 
When the *ffair had blown over he returned 
to resume his swindling operations. Hall, 
however, never saw White again until last 
week, when White called at his house. He 
told Hall be had made a larve fortune in 
California, and had determined to pay him 
lack, but his property was tied up in securi­ 
ties which he could not sell to advantage at 
ones. 
Hall, who is now 70 yearB of 
age and in straightened circumstances, wcs 
delighted at the prospect, and again fell 
under White’s influence. White called on 
him several times, and Saturday got §2,500 
from the old gentleman, leaving the envelope, 
which he said contained a fortune in bonds. 
Mr. Hall, becoming suspicious, took the en­ 
velope to Superintendent Walling, who found 
therein a lot of bogus bonds, the face value 
of which was §1,000. White was captured 
at Hall’s house to day, Hall havirg promised 
to let him have more money. He is 55 years 
of age, and the most expert swindler in the 
city.

The Irish Trouble. 
C ork, June 12th.—Fifteen thousand pec- 
pie assembled to-day in Mill street, but made 
no attempt to hold a meeting.

The people formed in pro­ 
cession and marched through the streets, with 
bands playiüg aud banners flying. There was 
r.o speaking, except by Forest, who advised 
the people to quit the town quietly. The 
Bishop of Ross, addressing his congregation, 
strongly deprecated the report of violence. 
Their cause, he said, would be eventually 
gained by vigorous constitutional action. 
The Loss of the D otterel—Possible (’Inc 
to the Cause of th e D isaster. 
N ew Y ork, June 12th.—The Tribunesays: 
O’Donovan Ressa, who was mentioned in 
some of tho di-patches from London, is 
probably implicated in the plot at Liverpool, 
from papers found in the possession of one 
of the conspirators. He is the editor of the 
United Irishman, published in this city. He 
is also a prominent member of the Fenian 
organization, known as the “ United 
Irishmen.” To a Tribune reporter he said 
last night that he knew neither Robert nor 
McKevitt, nor did he believe that they were 
instigated by the United Irishmen, because 
in that case he would have known of a plot 
beforehand. “ But I am 6ure,” he contin­ 
ued, “ that the plot was prompted 
by the same spirit that animates our 
organization, and which led to the Mansion 
House plot. All of this skirmishing, as wo 
call it, is done to thow England that Bhe 
can’t send her armies into Ireland with im­ 
punity. It is only the beginning of the 
trouble. No work of this kind will be done 
in Ireland, however, as it would serve 
England as an excuse for oppression. I re­ 
ceived intelligence last December that ex­ 
plosive materials had been placed in the hold 
of the British war-ship Doterel for the pur­ 
pose of destroying her. Furthermore, Irish­ 
men in the British Navy have given us as­ 
surances that they are ready to do the same 
thing again.”

Immediate steps will be taken 
to stop the overtime, which appears to be the 
grievance, as is also the receDt statement 
made in tho Hou*e of Commons by the Post­ 
master-General, that overtime work is often 
voluntarily submitted to, and that when- 
voluuteers are not forthcoming is fairly 
allotted by ballot.

THS EAST LEVEE. 


M ilita ry C onsolidations.—It is an­ 
nounced by general orders, No. 11, from the 
Adjutant-General’s office, that as the result 
of the inspection of the National Guard of 
the State, recently held, companies will be 
disbanded, consolidated or transferred as fol­ 
lows : Company IS, Third Infantry Regiment, 
disbanded, and officers honorably discharged. 
Companies C and D, same regiment, are con­ 
solidated with Company A, Third Infantry, 
and Companies A, B and H are designated 
the Third Infantry Battalion. The regimental 
organization is disbanded, and the election of 
a Major of the battalion is ordered. The 
officers of Companies C and D are honorably 
discharged. Company C, First Cavalry Bat­ 
talion, is consolidated with Company A, First 
Cavalry Battalion, the organization of Com­ 
pany A being retained and the officers of 
Company C discharged. Company E, Second 
Infantry, is consolidated with Company G, 
same regiment. Tne officers are to be Cap­ 
tain L. W. Mix, First Lieutenant W, H. 
Souther, Second Lieutenant C. C. Coleman. 
The Second Infantry, Second Brigade, will 
hereafter be known as the Second Artillery 
Regiment, Second Brigade, N. G. C., and the 
Union Guard, Company A, Gatling Battery, 
is attached to and designated Company A of 
this regiment. 
The company heretofore 
known as Company A, Light Battery, is also 
attached to this regiment and designated 
Company B. The disposition of the non­ 
commissioned officers ih the several commands 
affected by these cousoli lations is left to the 
judgment of the battalion commanders. Per­ 
sons preferring an honorable discharge to 
j lining the commands with which companies 
designated have been consolidated, are ac­ 
corded that privilege.

Imaginary Conversations Concerning the 
City’s Levee Defenses. 
A stranger in our city entered a real estate 
office. There were present several agents of 
property, lawyers, judges and newspaper 
mec.Said the stranger to one of the agents : ‘ I 
contemplate locating in your city, and called 
to look over your list of business property, 
and also to inquire as to the safety of yeur 
levee defenses, and particularly those along 
the American river, as I hear that river is 
fast filling up with sand.” 
' 
“ Oh,” said the agent, “ our city is safe 
now. We have just had put upon the lace 
of all our levees several thousand ear loadi 
of cobble stones—immense quantities of 
them. All that you need to convince you is 
to see the stone. These gentlemen here ad­ 
vised that they be used, and have seen the 
stone, and know they are safe.” 
Said the stranger : “ I will stroll up over 
the levee and look at the stone for myself.” 
In d. iug so, about a half mile above the 
railroad bridge, he met four intelligent- 
looking men, walking together, and near 
them several plain and practical-looking men. 
The etrangcr introduced himself, told them 
his business, and he found that one 
of the four was the City Surveyor, a man 
who had been educated for a civil engineer, 
and had charge of the levee improvementar.d 
its protection. Another was the County 
Surveyor, aud a civil engineer of many years’ 
experience, and who was wall acquainted 
with the levees and river channels. The 
third wa3 the resident engineer of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, whose duties for many 
years past had caused him to closely and 
carefully observe the action of the rivers in 
connection with the levees; and the fourth 
man was the State Engineer, a man of large 
experience, who said he had made a thorough 
examination of the American river at that 
point a few months before this stone had 
been put on. 
The stranger was informed that those com­ 
mon-looking men with them were levee build­ 
ers, who had constructed this levee tweuty 
years ago, and had much to do in its care and 
protection since. 
The stranger said he presumed the engi­ 
neers had recommended this great amount of 
stone that lay in such profusion on the lower 
part of the levee, and that they were entirely 
satisfied with the result. 
The first above described engineer, speak­ 
ing for all. said they had not recommended 
the stone to be put on at that time, and were 
not satisfied that the point of greatest dan­ 
ger had been met. 
The stranger n*ked if the stone would not 
keep the water from running over the top of 
the levee ? 
The answer was “ no.” 
“ Will it not keep the channel of that river 
from coming so uncomfortably close ?” 
“ No.”

“ Will it not protect the levee from the 
quicksand washing out from under it? ’ 
“ No.” 
“ Will it not keep the gophers out ?” 
“ No.” 
“ Hew can they get at their holes to poison 
them then ?'* 
“ Move the stone.” 
Said the stranger : “ W hat was the object, 
then, in spending bo much money in stone f " 
He answered: “ We were informed that 
real estate men and lawyers and men of that 
kind said if it was done that strangers and 
others unacquainted with such matters would 
see the stone and think the city safe.” 
The stranger inquired what would be done 
when that current we see there cuta in and 
undermines the levee ? 
“ Oh, they will bring men from town, cut 
brush, aud get plenty more atone in on the 
cars, and fight it off, like they did at Rabel's 
tannery a few years ago.” 
“ But why was an effort not made to turn 
away that river instead of spending so much 
money on stone?” 
“ Well, they got the proposition to expend 
the money for cobbles (and none for turning 
the current away), before the people, and 
these same lawyers and real estate ageuts 
said—although the proposition submitted 
was probably wrong—it would not be good 
policy to postpone the election in order to 
change the tickets, so that the more import­ 
ant work might be done—for, in that case, 
strangers might think that we cid not intend 
to do anything at all.” 
“ How long would it have delayed the 
election to have changed it?” 
“ Probably one or two weeks.” 
The stranger remarked that the old saying 
of “ Ba sure you are right, then go ahead,” 
did not seem to have applied in that case. 
“ No ; our folks often seem to forget it.” 
“ Do those levee builders and practical 
men with you agree with your ideas in this 
matter?” 
“ Yes; but they could not talk like the 
other parties.” 
After thanking the engineers, he remarked 
that he was glad he had met them, and in­ 
quired at what time the next train for the 
Bay would leave, and walked down to the 
depot, glancing first at the current in the 
river and then at the stone on the levee, and 
said to himself: “ This people seem to act 
strangely.

SARSFIELD TARGET PRACTICE. 


E ns. RecORD-Union : Permit ms through 
your columns to urge upon our citizens the 
vital importance, to my mind, of adopting 
the plans put forth by the City Trustees for 
the improvement and strengthening of our 
levees. There can be no doubt of the ne­ 
cessity of gaining the confidence of our peo­ 
ple and of others who are seeking a pleasant 
city in which to reside and invest their 
money, that our water defenses are absolutely 
safe and impregnable. This assured, our 
property values would increase a million 
dollars a year for tbe next five years, and 
continue so to do. Let not differences of 
opinion as to whether this or some other plan 
of improvement would be best cause our peo­ 
ple to abstain from votmg, or cast a vote 
azainst it, but let us all vote for it, a3 we aie 
all willing to pay our tax for certain improve­ 
ment, and I believe the plan proposed wiil 
prove so. As to the proposition to relieve 
our city of its sewerage, there is no differ- 
erice of opinion on that—all aro in accord. 
That matter is hardly second in importance 
to the levee question, aud will be adopted 
decisively. Tne proposition to assist Levee 
District Ne. 1 to the extent of $27,500, the 
people in that district first raising an equal 
amount, for strengthening the liver levee 
below us, is a good one. and will prove a pay­ 
ing investment, and ought by ail means to be 
adopted. Finally, this work will give em­ 
ployment for a long time to a very c insidera- 
ble unmber of laboring men—indeed, almost 
every dollar wiil be [«id out for labor to our 
own people and be kept among ourselves. I 
am in favor of direct taxation. No issuance 
of c. rtificates of indebtedness, and no more 
citv bonds in mine. And I will write down 
“ Yes,” and vote for ev-.ry proposition.

A Berlin dispatsh says the E m p ero r W ill­ 
iam has gone to Em s. 
A n elevator, w ith 50,000 bushels of w heat, 
was burned at F arib au lt, M inn., F rid ay . 
A N ew Y o rk dispatch says th a t only five 
firms now give an y countenance to the s trik ­ 
ing brewers. 
Two victim s of F rid a y ’s explosion a t P o tts- 
ville, P a., died S atu rd ay , and an o th er is n o t 
expected to live. 
A very perceptible shock of earth q u ak e oc­ 
curred in the valley of th e U p p er R hone 
T hursday, and extended as far as Geneva. 
A renew ed shock of earth q u ak e occurred 
a t Chios S atu rd ay , an d overthrew a m inaret 
and several p artly ruined houses. 
Tw o men 
were injured. 
Advices from Buenos A yres of M ay 15th, 
via Lisbon, aunounce th a t th e C hileans are 
w ithdraw ing th e ir forces from the city of 
L im a, and all is q u iet there. 
A Stockholm 
dispatch 
says th ere are 
tw elve vessels in th e ice a t O regrund, G ulf 
of B othnia, an d tw o schooners have foun­ 
dered. 
T he fate of th e crew s is unknow n. 
T he A m erican dory L ittle W estern, which 
crossed th e A tlan tic from G loucester, M ass., 
to London, last sum m er, w ill s ta rt on her re ­ 
tu rn journey from L ondon on th e 14th in­ 
stan t. 
A freight train on th e P h iladelphia and 
E rie R ailroad ran in to a land-slide F rid ay 
night, w recking m ost of th e train , and k ill­ 
ing one train hand, besides in ju rin g several 
others. 
A London special says : N o E nglish paper 
has heret ofore had regular cablegram s from 
the U n ited S tates, b u t th e Standard has 
opened a bureau a t N ew Y o rk for daily spe­ 
cials, and thus forces the others to follow its 
exam ple.

A S an ta F e dispatch says : B illy the K id, 
a fam ous desperado, has killed three herders 
of Chisholm ’s, and has sent w ord to the latter 
th a t he was only getting even. 
P atric k G ar­ 
ret, Sheriff of Lincoln county, has been on 
th e K id ’8 trail since A p ril 27th. 
E d w ard T rick ett, the A ustralian oarsm an, 
arrived a t N ew Y ork S atu rd ay night in the 
steam er E g y p tian M onarch, w ith K elly, his 
train er. 
H e stated he expected to rem ain in 
th is country three c r four m onths, and he 
w ou'd row an y m an in a race except H a u la r. 
C ollector R obertson’s com m ission w ill be 
m ade out about the 23d in stan t, and he w 11 
en ter on his duties J u ly 1st as Collector a t 
N ew Y ork. 
H e believes the Senatorial con­ 
test will be ended by then. Should the Sena­ 
to rial fight drag along, M e rritt w ill rem ain 
in office. 
A new ly arrived Swedish em igrant, nam ed 
W estegren, was found 
m urdered in C ity 
H a ll P ark , N ew Y ork, S atu rd ay m orning. 
T hree m en who w ent with him to get a d raft 
cashed are suspected. 
T hey told his wife 
th ey left him engaged in an altercation w ith 
a stranger. 
J . E . M artin , a prom inent m erchant of 
B elknap, T ex., w as called o ut of hiB resi­ 
dence T hursday nig h t by a p arty of unknow n 
m en, who took him off about half a m ile and 
shot him dead. 
T hey then w ent to his store 
an d robbed it of everything th ey could carry 
aw ay. 
T he Sheriff and several deputies are 
now’in pursuit. 


S atu rd ay m orning, about 3 o’clock, C ap­ 
tain H en ry K uhl, while on a spree and suf­ 
fering from delirium trem ens, entered the 
office of the D avenport H ouse a t O m aha, 
an d Buicided by shooting him self over the 
rig h t ear. H e had been a soldier in G erm any 
and the U n ited States, from both of which 
he drew pensions. 
N ew s has reached H alifax, N . S., of the 
to tal destruction last Sunday on th e rocks of 
S t. P a u l’s Island, a light-house statio n in the 
G ulf of S t. L aw rence, of the bark M ette 
M argretha, belonging to Lerw vig, of N o r­ 
way, and the drow ning of five of her crew. 
T he vessel was on a voyage from London, 
E ngland, to M iram ic’ai, N ew Bruitsw ick. 
A letter from T u n is sayB : 
Tiie prevalence 
of typhoid fever am ong the F ren ch troops 
rendered 
a continued occupation 
of the 
R egency difficult. 
T h e tem porary hospital 
is full. 
G reat efforts are m ade to conceal 
th e tru e sta te of affairs. 
T he F rench have 
w ithdraw n from F em an a w ithout effecting 
an y th in g . 
T hey found the country alm ost 
im penetrable, and w ere continuously har- 
ras3ed by the K roum irs and by typhoid fever. 
Southwest Missouri seems to have been 
visited by the same storm that ravaged part 
of Kansas Thursday night. The wind was 
not bo severe, but immense hail fell over a 
large area of country, and did great damage 
to crops and window-glass. 
A waterspout 
broke in a little valley in Barry county, and 
before the people could reach the surround­ 
ing hills a torrent of water rushed down, tak­ 
ing with it bouses, tents, household goods and 
animals belonging to those living in the val­ 
ley. 
A woman and five small children, and 
a man and two women and two children, 
were swept away by the flood, but fortu­ 
nately all lodged in bushes and were rescued 
some hours after. 
Additional particulars of the tornado in 
Kansas are as follows : The storm extended 
into L yon county, and did great damage to 
crops, buildings, fences, etc., all over that 
part of the county. 
T he town of Americu», 
near Emporia, is almost totally destroyed, 
and every building more or lees damaged. 
The United Presbyterian Church is literally 
torn to pieces, and the Methodist Church is 
blown off its foundation and almost totally 
destroyed. Several houses in Emporia were 
blown down, and the fences and other prop­ 
erty are damaged. 
T he north and east addi 
tions of the S tate Normal School are un­ 
roofed, and the walls partly torn down. The 
wheat, which was just ready for harvest, and 
the other crop3 everywhere in the track of 
the storm, were either blown away or beaten 
¡uto the ground by the hail, an immense 
quantity of which fell daring the storm.

I t c e rtain ly is a fact th a t, b y a recen t 
in v en tio n , p ictu res of all k in d s can now be 
se n t b y teleg rap h . 
C olors can n o t be 
tra n sm itte d , b u t all p ic tu re s w hich resu lt 
from com binations of lig h t an d Bhade, such 
as pho to g rap h s, steel engravings, w ood-cut 
p rin ts, In d ia-in k sk etch es, pen sk etch es 
an d crayon p ictu res a re rep ro d u ced in five 
m in u tes, a t a d istan ce of 100 m iles, w ith 
asto n ish in g accuracy. 
C hecks have been 
so faith fu lly copied by th is process th a t th e 
copy has been honored a t th e b an k w ith ­ 
o u t a q u estion. 
N ew Y o rk new spapers 
h av e been rep ro d u ced in P h ilad elp h ia e n ­ 
tir e — th e im ago being se n t by teleg rap h , 
an d ev ery fain test d o t an d blem ish b ro u g h t 
o u t on paper. 
W e sh o u ld be g lad to tell 
th e read ers of th e Quern e x actly how th is 
is done, b u t i t is by a chem ical process so 
co m p licated as to defy ex p lan atio n in o rd i­ 
n a ry term s. 
S a tu r e (th e recognized au ­ 
th o rity in science in E ngland), com es as 
n e a r as possible, perhaps, w hen it say s : 
“ In the transm itter the image was fo­ 
cused on a revolving cylinder, to which a 
selenium cell is attached. 
At the other 
end of the wire a platinum poiut presses 
against the surface of sensitive paper pre­ 
pared by passing it through a strong solu­ 
tion of equal parts of iodide of potassium 
and water. 
The arrangement is such that 
the selenium cell, by intercepting the cur­ 
rent, causes a white spot to appear on the 
receiver corresponding in shape and size to 
the picture focused on the transm itting 
cylinder. 
The experiments are as yet 
crude, bnt full of promise.” Thi3 is not 
quite intelligent to the average reader, be­ 
cause the facts of the case call for scientific 
terms, and cannot be expressed in popular 
phraseology. 
But the important fact is 
th at the pictures are se n t; that photo­ 
graphs are admirably reproduced at a dis­ 
tance ; and that, if the promise of the in­ 
vention is fulfilled, a New York paper will 
eoou be reprinted in Chicago on the very 
day, and perhaps the very hour, of issue. 
So much that is incredible has been made 
a fact during the last half century that he 
m ust be a bold man who ventures to place 
a boundary to tbo possible achievements 
of scientific ingenuity in this wonderful 
age.—[N. Yr. American Queen.

ANECDOTES OF LINCOLN. 


L. J. Cist has collected for a Cincinnati 
paper some interesting anecdotes of the 
martyred President. 
In 1S32, when 23 
years old, Lincoln was induced by his 
friends to ran as a W hig candidate for the 
Legislature, and made his maiden speech 
as follows: “ Gentlemen, fellow-citizens : 
I presume you all know who I am. 
I am 
humble Abraham Lincoln. 
I have been 
solicited by many friends to become a can­ 
didate for the Legislature. 
My politics 
are short and sweet, like an old woman’s 
dance. 
I am in favor of a National Bank. 
I am favor of the internal improvement 
system and a protective tariff. 
These are 
my sentiments and political principles. 
If 
elected I will be thankful. 
If not, it’s all 
the same.” 
He was not elected at that 
time. 
b 
There resided at Springfield, in 1860, an 
Irish laborer, John McCarty by name, a 
red-hot Democrat. 
Shortly after the Pres­ 
idential election, Mr. Lincoln was walking 
past the public square, where John was at 
work cleaning out the gutter. 
As the 
President elect drew near, McCarty, paus­ 
ing in his work and holding out his hand, 
said bluntly : “ An’ so yer elected Presi­ 
dent, are ye ? 
Faith, an’ it wasn’t by my 
vote ye w ur.” 
“ Well, yes, John,” replied 
Mr. Lincoln shaking hands very cordially, 
“ the papers say I ’m elected, but it seems 
odd I should be when you went against 
me.” 
“ Well, M isther Lincoln,” said 
John,” dropping his voice lest some brother 
Democrat should hear him, “ I ’m glad you 
got it afther all. 
I t’s mighty little pace 
I ’ve had with Biddy for votin’ forninst ye. 
an’ if ye’d been bate she’d hev druv me 
from the shanty as shurc’s the w urruld.” 
“ Give my compliments to Biddy, John, 
and tell her I’ll think seriously of woman’s 
suffrage,” said Mr. Lincoln with a smile as 
he passed on to his office. 
President Lincoln once said that the best 
story he ever read in the papers about 
himself was this : Two Quakeresses were 
traveling on the railroad and were heard 
discussing the probable result of the war. 
“ I think,” said one, “ that Jefferson will 
succeed.” 
“ W hy does thee think so?” 
asked the other. 
“ Because Jefferson is a 
praying man.” 
“ And so Í3 Abraham a 
praying man.” 
“ Yes, but the Lord will 
think Abraham is only joking,” doubtfully 
replied the first. 
After a State election in New York in 
which the Republican party was defeated, 
Mr. Lincoln was asked how he felt after 
having heard the news. 
He replied : 
“ Somewhat like the boy in Kentucky who 
stubbed his toe while running to see his 
sweetheart, 
He said he was too big to 
cry, and too badly hurt to laugh.” 
During the spring of 1S6J, a friend, in 
conversation with Mr. Lincoln about the 
approaching Presidential 
election, said 
nothing could defeat him but G rant’s capt­ 
ure of Richmond, followed by his nomina­ 
tion and acceptance. 
“ W ell,” said the 
President, “ I feel very much like the man 
who said he didn’t want to die particularly, 
but if he had got to die that was precisely 
the disease he would like to die of.” 
In the summer of 1S62 Gen. McClellan 
wrote from the Peninsula a long letter to 
the President giving his advice as to the 
general politics of the country, and how to 
carry on the affairs of the nation. 
“ W hat 
did you reply?” asked some one of Mr. 
Lincoln. “ Nothing; but it made me think 
of the Irishman whose horse kicked up 
and caught his foot in the stirrup. 1 Arrah !’ 
said he, ‘if you are going to get on I will 
get off.’”
